Blemished Proves a Good Mud 
Runner in the Race for 
Two-Year-Olds. 



NEW ORLEANS. I.a.. February 13.— Tlie Fair 
(Grounds card for this afternon held out little to 
enthuse ov**r in promise of prospective entertain- 
ment. hut racing folks are hopeful souls and went 
out to the track anyhow to see what might Is* 
seen. They saw a heavy and holding track, and 
in tin* main ordinary selling platers contending 
for the good money offered. But iiolxxly expect* 
much more from Friday’s program, and as much 
noise was made over some of the races as If high 
class horses were measuring strides. 

Blemished had run well enough in her first race 
to attract decided attention, consequently when 
the usual owning scramble for two-year-olds at 
three-eighths of a mil** came on for consideration 
she was promptly n\a*le tin* favorite ami backed 
from 2 to 1 down to 9 to 5. She was out in front 
directly after the start and. to the loudly expressed 
approval of her backers, stayed right there and won 
by two open lengths. No Fooling and Tutt had 
shown aptitude in mud running previously and fin- 
ished second and third respectively. Something was 
exnected from Morning Face, but Rungeorge humped 
against her at the start and knocked her down. 

Tin* enduring veteran Eeneral was admirably 
suited by the track conditions and. under a good 
ride by Lyke. captured the second race without 
mill'll difficulty from Wall Street, with another 
veteran in Korfhage in third place. The two pre- 
ferred ones in this race. Ettalie and Huron II.. did 
themselves no credit by tlie manner of their racing. 

Porrectly enough, in view of tlie character of the 
going. Opportunity was an odds-on choice for the 
third race and won it all right, but not until lie bad 
given his adherents some anxious moments and then 
only by a half length lietter than i’ullux.

GOOD FLORIDA SAILFISH RECORD 

Had not Henry T. Sloane and Judge Francis Key 
Pendleton losi a sailfisli each when they were 
fishing off Palm Beach not long ago, they would 
have completed the day’s sport with the astonish- 
ing catch of six. As it was. with four to their 
oro.lit. these two New Yorkers broke all records for 
a dav’s catch in number of fish, siz** and length. 
The ambition of all the fishermen who congregate 
in Florida in winter is 10 land a sailfisli. Uonsid 
• red the gamest of the large fish to be found in 
southern waters, it requires a sportsman of no 
little cxfierience to land one. Sailfisli break the 
water several times before they can be gaffed, mid 
more eft eu than not they entangle themselves wi»i 
the line amt gel away before they an* near enough 
to the boat to lie gaffed. As they are great fight- 
ers it requires much strength to land even one, so 
it is easy to imagine the regard in which fishermen 
who can bring iu four in a single day. as these 
two did. are held by their fellow sportsmen. The 
sailfLh is a beautiful sight when flying only a few 
feet al*ovo the surface of the water. When it is 
in the water its sail is reefed in a grmive on its 
back, but as soon as it emerges the large dorsal 
fin. which gives it its name, is spread like a sail, 
and so long as this remains wet it can fly. Directly 
the fish feels that the wind is drying its sail it 
returns to the water. 

Tills is not the first fishing record of Henry T. 
Sloane. List winter lie held the record at Miami 
for the beat catch of bo 11c flail, which run from 



three to six pounds iu weight and are usually taken 
in shallow water. They are as timid as trout, al- 
though they fight even harder than a small-mouth 
black bass, and only an expert in casting can catch 
them. Owing to the fact that they frequent shal- 
low water, it is difficult to get within castng 
range.
